The application has been forwarded to me by the 3700 SPRE Shop (via SPRE 
Henry C. Yuen) to construe the petitions filed Jan. 9, 2007 as a request for 
reconsideration. Upon review and consideration, the duplicate preliminary amendment 
of 1/9/07 has been entered, a new Office action is as follows. The non- final Office 
action mailed December 13, 2006 has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

specific method as claimed in Group I for its patentability and it can be used to practice different 
process such as detecting a vibration of a press for avoiding unbalancing pressing structure.
